TO CORPORATIONS. 


Unless It Is Complied With Snap 


Judgment 
Can Be 
Taken 
By 


Service of Papers on Register of 
Deeds With Whom Names Should 
Be Entered. 


All Janesville corporatios should at 


once file a list giving the names of its 
ifficers, and managers with the register 
if deeds as provided by chapter 46 of 
he laws of 1899, amending section 
1775 B. of the laws of '98 which was ap- 
jroved March 23, 1899, and published, 
hus putting it in force, on March 24, 
.899. 
This law provides that every 


jrivate corporation incorporated or or- 
ganized under any law of this state shall 
on or before the first day of October 
1898, and thereafter within ten days 
after each election or appointment or 
any subsequent change of such officers 
respectively file in the office of the reg- 
'ster of deeds of the county in which the 
corporation is located and where its 
articleB'Of incorporation are recoided a 
ist containing the names of its presi- 
dent, vice president, if any, secretary, 
:reasurer, cashier or managing agent on 
which service of process, notices or ord- 
ers may bo made as provided in sub- 
division 10 of section 2637. Any such 
corporation 
hereafter 
formed 
shall 


file such list in the office of the register 
of deeds of the county in which such 
corporation is located, and where its ar- 
ticles of incorporation are recorded, 
within ten days at tor each election • or 
appointment or any subsequent change 
of such officers respectively; aad id all 
cases where any such corporation shall 
fail to comply with the provisions here- 
of and from and after the time when it 
shall be required to file any such list 
until the same shall be filed as afore- 
said, service of all legal processes, no- 
tices, orders or other legal papers may 
be lawfully and effectively made upon 
any such corporation by delivering to 
and leavitg with the register of deeds 
of the county where such corporation is 
located and where its articles of incor- 
poration are recorded, true copies o) 
such legal process, notices, orders or 
papers in which case service so made 
shall be of like force and effect as if the 
same had been served upon any 
officer 


or agent of such corporation designated 
by said .subdivision of section 2637 
Such1 services may also be made ur oti 
said corporation in the manner provided 
in section 2637J and by publication in 
the case provided in subdivision six of 
•ection 2637. 


The law also makes it the duty of the 


register of deeds in each county to keep 
a separate index book in which shall be 
entered alphabetically the names of all 
corporations filing such lists with date 
of Sling same and number of instru- 
ment.
